At whoſe dire black decrees, we wondring ſtand, | H 
As ſome pale Ghoaſts dim taper,and cold hand : 
Did waft us through the ſhades, untill he brings 
Where Fairie Traytors murder aery Kings : ; 
W hile flumbring weinyokethe mornings light, 

To chaſe the Legend-vifion from our fight. 

High in this dreame, in this phantaſtick Bench, ; 
Bold apparition Bradſhaw doth intrench. j 
One whom the genuine Bar did (eldome ſee, | 
Whoſe obſcure tongue ſcarce boaſts a ſeven years Fee. 

Whoſe Lungs areall his Law, whoſe pleading noiſe, 
And filence, dearer then diſcreeter voice. - 
W hote conſcience weares a face for every dreſſe. 
Rel gion juſtifies the Savages. 
Faction'd, and byas'd, for who gives moſt faire, 

\ Camelion through, onely not hir'd with Aire. 
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Whoſe inſolence no preſence can relaxe, 
Whoſe carriage wounds. his Kine worſe then the A xe. 
This needy Oratour, now richer dreſt, 
And higher plac'd, is Image ſtill at beft : 
Who tliough from hell, he his glib diftates hold; 
As Satan talk't 1'th' Idols tongues of old , 
Yet the cloſe drift of this bright pomp and ſhrine, 
Is nor the Devill, nor He, but worſe deſigne. 
The Epheftan work-men great Diana made, 
Not for Diana's ſake, but their own trade. 
Our Soveraignes fighes, the Peoples louder groane 
Is not black Incenfe burnt to Bell alone,

Whoſe omnipreſence ſpace ſhall reconcile , 
Be here, and yet be hence a hundred mile ? 
Whoſe doubtfull ſeal ſhall, while it is betwaine, 
And burnt from phenix-cinders bud againe : ; 

They, whoſe thick vowes, cxalted hearts and eyes, : 
High as the skies, and ſtable as the skies ; | 
Who know their lives are fraile, ſhort recompence, 
And cheap oblation weigh'd with conſcience : 
Will now no longer gorge their venomous pils, 
Nor by cluſions ſteereenlightned wils ; 
Nor prize the ſhame of finding former fin 
At the ſad rate of wading aa in. 
Bur haſte rerurnes as vigorous as miſtake, 
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No longer brook a Tyley or a Cade, 

Thoſe Dung-hill Tyrants whom themſelves have made : 

W hich like dire comets mounted in the aire, 

Raine plagues on earth, whoſe vapours plac't them there. 
They find this hot imparience 'painſt the throne, 

Is by its embers but to light their owne,
